eight arrests with one more arrest near Robbings Gulch for someone not 
showing ID. A banner hang off a bridge with two people anchored to a 
logging truck has 7 people facing felony charges to do with criminal 
endangerment. We are writing this from our new basecamp which is 
situated between the Roan Burke, Bear, Big and Little Bull, Robbin's Gulch, 
Moonshine and Elk Point timber sales. By the end of July another round of 
sales will have contracts out on them and we intend to do what we can to 
make sure they are not logged. 

There is a lot of work to do at our house in Missoula and in the field. 
Monitoring may bring the Burned Area Recovery Plan back into court where 
it can be stopped for good. We must focus our energy to stop this thing 
altogether, but in the interim we will be slowing the destruction using non- 
violent direct action. A few days in the woods will show you why this 
injustice in the Bitterroot must not continue. The mosaic of burns is 
amazing and wildflowers cover the ground along with bright green growth in 
the rich post-fire soil. 

Another reason to come to B'root is all the fun and interesting super 
duper people you'll meet here, and some of us are really cute, (read: funky, 
funny, stinky, twisted, jaded, misshapen, or otherwise worth meeting) This 
campaign offers no salary, but there is a great benefits package. Food is 
free and there is plenty of it. Seeds of Peace can feed up to 5000 people, so 
unless 4980 more folks come, you won't go hungry. You can have use of a 
spiffy green, brown, or blue tarp while you are here; if you are in town the 
couch and floor space is usually abundant. And some of the not-so-terrible 
companies donated some gear you can use during your stay. And did we 
mention the people? Some folks here have great stories to share... we are 
more interesting than television.

Bitterroot Bullshit 
by indo and snoop-e 

Well, the WREF! Collective has been working on the issue of the Bitterroot 
Salvage Scam for more than a year now. We've been in the field and have monitored 
quite a few of the active sales. The finished report on the Bear timber sale was submitted 
to the forest service in early June. The forest service mostly ignored what we had to say, 
but some of our findings could not be disregarded. A major revelation that came out of ' 
our monitoring has been the discovery of a sleazy, slimy loophole called "18.1 " 



This odd name refers to a forest service procedure that allows them to make 
changes to the record of decision on the Burned Area Recovery (BAR) Plan after it has 
been issued The "18.1" is completed without public input or announcement and it 
lets the forest service make changes that are extremely destructive to the ecosystem. 

Some other things came out along with this 18. 1 farce. The forest service admitted that 
they had not done soil tests in areas that are being cut and they put out a plan that affected 
areas that they did not adequately assess. 



The fact that they were not consulted or even informed about these changes has 
given the plaintiff groups in the mediation a reason to go back to court. This is good 
news, but with it comes bad. Part of the settlement was the agreement that fascist wise- 
user judge Hogan will be in place for all future grievances involving the Bitterroot BAR 
and mediation This is the same asshole who delisted endangered salmon in Oregon 
and signed off on the Warner Creek sale. The chances that he will rule against his bed 
buddies in the forest service are slim. We must continue monitoring and exposing the 
forest service's lies in order to support a new lawsuit that will end these violations for 
good.

The whole BAR plan was doomed from the start, and the Bitterroot National 
Forest has been abused since it was named. This forest was a trial area for the 
amazingly ingenious idea of terracing. Areas were clearcut on steep slopes and then 
steps were bulldozed to make the land "more conducive" to tree farming. After a decade 
or so it was decided that maybe this wasn't the best way to manage a forest. The 
Bitterroot was then heavily logged and thousands of miles of roads were carved into the 
remainder of the wilderness. 



All over the west, the impacts of the Bitterroot BAR plan are being felt. Huge 
salvage logging operations have been proposed in California, Idaho, and many other 
states. The forest service in Colorado is already speaking of a BAR plan for burned areas 
before the fires even go out If the Bitterroot BAR is completed without resistance 

it will set the precedent that massive salvage sales are normal and beneficial to forest 
health. The Environmental Impact Statement (EIS) is supposed to assess the impact 
of logging in all areas that will potentially be affected When the forest service admits 
that it hasn't assessed the area in the Little Bull timber sale, they are in fact stating that 
they did not complete a valid EIS for the project, which means the whole project must 
be reviewed before it can legally continue.

Will the BAR plan 
reduce fire risk? 

No. "The slash created by 
the harvest and fuel 
treatments would create a 
short term (up to 8 years) 
fire hazard." Sez USDA, 
2000. Also, "...fires in the 
summer of 2000... slowed 
down or stopped once they 
entered previously burned 
areas," stated a BNF 
ranger in 2000. 
followed, in theojvthe operati 
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307,000 acres of the Bitterroot National Forest burned in 2000. It was long overdue. 49,000 acres of 
private and State land burned too. It's assine to assume that the people signing the papers to sell the 
forest - birds- arnica and Oregon grape - trout - streams, walk through the areas they're demolishing. 
And that's the best word for the Bitterroot Burned Area Recovery Project (BAR). Demolition. That's what 
industrial logging does to sensitive soil, plants and streams. The forest service has recently admitted 
(because of photos and documentation collected by WREF1) to making ts contract changes. These changes 
are being spun as "New Information or Clarification/Interpretation Reviews" instead of alterations to 
plans that were discussed with the public and decided upon in a "democratic" process. In reality, the 
forest service failed to specifically survey many of the proposed ts sites. This resulted in stipulations, 
and a Final Environmental Impact Statement (FEIS) and Record of Decision (ROD) based on those 
assumptions that had little specific survey. 



Under the direction of Spike Thompson, acting supervisor of the BFS, and Stu Lovejoy, Project Leader for 
the BAR, no less than eight approved ammendments and four proposals have been made to the ROD. And a 
whole bunch more that were denied that they haven't sent us. Primarily, the changes deal with the forest 
service either saying oh wait, we didn't survey the area, uh, we didn't actually survey the soil, uh hmm, 
well we'll just change winter ground logging to summer ground logging because the soil isn't really that 
bad, or urn we'll just change summer skyline to winter ground logging because we can't deal with the bad 
p.r. from shredding a mountain and killing lots of bull trout from all the sedimentation. A big problem 
with the Bitterroot Forest Service (BFS) is that they're notorious for never implementing plans in regard 
for the whole bioregion, never considering the cumulative impacts of industrial logging or any activity 
outside of the specific geographic area of the plan. And they're further subdividing the sale units and not 
considering the effects of changed action in that subsection v. the whole ts unit. 
So, here's the Iowdown of some of the changes 

In unit 396 in the Guide timber sale (ts), a change from summer to winter ground logging has been 
approved. Two skid trails would need to cross the outer edges of the RHCA (Riparian Habitat Conservation 
Area, a 200 ft. buffer) of two different wetlands. These changes are billed to have little impact on 
sensitive soil because winter ground based logging conditions, i.e. four inches of frozen groundsoil or 
twenty-four inches of snowpack; are supposed to minimally create sediment WREF! has documented 
sedimentation resulting from logging as well as numerous RHCA buffer violations in more than one timber 
sale this year. 

The fs recently discovered that in units 390, 391 and 392 of the Elk Point 1 ts, intended treating areas 
extending 45 acres outside of the ROD mapped boundary. It shows that they never thouroughly surveyed 
the area.
